Yesterday, bat little testimony was 
taken at th e coroner’s inquest. 
Th e 
only witnesses examined were Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Bird, Ch ris King end Mrs. 
Claude Walker. 
As Mrs. Walk-r is 
ill, it was necessaxy to go 
to th e 
Walker h ome wh ich is located almost 
with in a stone’s th row from th e Ban­ 
kert farm, in orde- to t^ko h er state­ 
ment. 
Coroner 
Coleman adjourned 
th e f&qncit 
temp orarily cfter Mrs. 
W alker’s testimony h ad been taken, in 
order th at h e migh t assist in p erform­ 
ing an autop sy up on th e body of Mrs. 
Parker at New’ Salem. 
Dep uty 
Prosecutor 
Kip linger, in 
comp any with some newsp ap er men 
W’ent to th e Bankert h ome and sp ent 
th e afternoon in making 
a minute 
examination of th e p remises. Measure 
ments were taken of th e south up ­ 
stairs bed room w h ere th e sh ooting 
occurred, th e h all and th e north bed 
room 
wh ere 
Cook, 
died, 
togeth i r 
with th e blood clots, staircase ami 
oth er fixtures. 
A startling discovery was made in 
th e south bed room. 
At a jHiint on 
th e floor about seven feet from th e 
east wall, two feet from 
th e south 
window and alnmt ten feet from th e 
door, a 3H caliber bullet h ole was 
found. 
Th e bullet bail bounded out 
of th is h ole and was later found under 
th e carp et. 
A p encil w’as p laced in 
th e h ole and it p ointed diagonally in 
a north westernly deirctlon to a p oint 
on th e west wall and at an angle of 
about 28 degrees. 
Measurements were 
taken of th e triangle th is formed and 
it sh owed conclusively th at th e h olt 
was made by a bullet fired by a p erson 
in an erect p osition and wh o h ad 
pa ssed inside th e dom of th e room, a 
distance of at least eigh t feet. 
In h er statement, to th e coroner, 
Mrs. Bankert stated th at sh e did not 
p ass inside th e room. 
Th e finding of 
th e bullet h ole Togeth er with some 
oth er discoveries th e p rosecution be­ 
lieves, will disp rove th is statement. 
It is understood th at th e State will a t­ 
temp t to sh ow’ at th e trial th at Mrs. 
Bankert did not kill Cook in defense 
of h erself or h er h onors, but th at sh e 
kilted h im to clear h erself in h er h ns 
band's eyes of any wrong doing. 
On th e oth er h and th e defense will, 
it is said, contend th at Cook, h aving 
a violent p assion for Mrs. Bankert. 
th at was not returned, entered th e 
h ouse, unknown to anyone and con 
oealod liimse'f in th e south room with 
th e intention of getting an Audience 
with h er. 
Th at, wh en Mrs. Bankert 
came up stairs Cook insulted and a t­ 
temp ted to assault h er and th at sh e 
sh ot h im in se’f-defense. 
Anoth er discovery was made, wh en 
it was learned th at Cook h ad but a 
sh ort time before th e sh ooting p re­ 
p ared a bed up on th e floor in th e 
south 
room. 
A blue 
comfort 
bad 
been folded and laid up on th e floor 
and a p iDow p laced at th e end nearest 
th e window. Th is comfort was p laced 
up on th e floor yesterday afternoon in 
exactly th e same p osition as it lav 
Saturday 
nigh t. 
Th e edge 
of th e 
p illow was verv close to th e bullet 
h ole in th e floor. 
Th is, in th e mind 
of th e p rosecution, strength ens, th e 
stoiv th at 3 Cook 
was 
first- 
sh ot 
wh ile laying up on th e comfort, ami 
th at th e very first sh ot fired missed 
h is h ead end eutered th e floor. 
Th e 
th eory, h eld by some th at th e sh oot­ 
ing occurred th us and started inside 
th e room, seems to be substantiated 
by 'th e fact th at th e smallest blood 
clot is farth erest from th e door. 
It is th e op inoiu of th e county au­ 
th orities th at, h ad Cook been in th e 
duo*way, as Mrs. Bankert said, h e 
would naturally h ave retreated, con 
sequently th e larger blood clots would 


h ave been farth erest from th e door 
as Cook by th at time must h ave h ad 
th e several more wounds. 
Th e comfort, wh ich lay up on th e 
floor, is clotted with blood in several 
p laces. 
Th e^blood is on both sides of 
th e comfort. 
Sadie Smay, th e servant girl, told 
yesterday of h aving found Cook ran­ 
sacking 
Mrs. 
Bankert’s 
wardrobe 
about two month ’s ago wh ile th e lat­ 
ter was visiting relatives at North 
Vernon. 
Cook was 
in th e act 
of 
reading Mrs. Bankert’* letters. 
Mi« s 
Smay rep orted to Mrs. Bankert, wh at 
sh e h ad seen and Cook was taken to 
task 
about 
it. 
According to Miss 
Bntay’s {statement, h e denied h aving 
read any letters, and called th e ser 
vant girl “ a liar.” Noth ing more 
was said of th e m atter it seems, anti 
it quieted dowm. 
Miss Smay savs th at on Tuesday 
August 8 th , Cook came to th e Bankert 
residence about 9 a. m. in an intoxi­ 
cated 
condition wh ile Mr. Bankert 
was away and in order to excuse h im­ 
self for being drunk, said h e was sick 
and lay down ui» on some carp et lying 
in th e h ailw’ay. 
Miss Smay says th at 
M^s. Bankert did not order h im to 
leave bnt allowed h im to remain for 
dinner and th rough out th e afternoon. 
Miss Smay did not h ear th e first 
five sh ots fired Saturday nigh t and 
did not know’ th at anyone bait been 
sh ot until sh e asked Howard Ban­ 
kert 
th e younger son, wh at h e was 
crying 
about 
and h e rep lied th at 
Norman Cook h ad been sh ot np stairs. 
Th is Miss Smay says, was about 
d:30 o’clock. 
Th e family bad not yet 
h ad sup p er. 
Mrs. Bankert h ad called 
to Miss Smay to “ take up th e sup p er” 
as sh e (Mrs. Bankert) went up stairs 
th e second time Miss Smay says th at 
about one-h alf h our elap sed from th e 
time th at Mrs. Bankert went up stairs 
uutil sh e (Miss Smay) met Howard 
crying in th e h all. 
Mi» ? Smay says 
th at sh e h urried ufistairH and found 
Cook lying up or. th e floor in h er room 
—th e north 
room— with th e blood 
flowing from h is many wounds. 
Sh e 
says sh e saw’ th e cut in th e back of 
Cook's neck at th at time but did not 
see th e razor. 
According to th e girl’s 
story Mr. Bankert 
was trying 
to 
wrest a smoking p istol from h is w ife’s 
h ands. 
Th e room was full of smoke 
and Cook was'calling for water. 
Mi® 
Smav says Mr. Bankert called to h er 
to get a glass of water for Cook and 
sh e ran down stairs to get it, but de­ 
cided to take up a bucket full and 
some rags to bath e th e mau's wounds 
and wash th e carp et. 
Th is sh e says, 
sh e tried to do^bufc th e sigh t sickened 
h er and sh e was comp elled to quit. 
Miss Smav says th at sh e h eard two 
more sh ots wh ile sh e was getting th e 
water. 
Sh e says Mr. Banert remained 
w’itu Cook until th e arrival of th e 
p h ysicians, but 
th at Mrs. 
Bankert 
went, down stairs. 
Claude Walker, a near neigh bor of 
th e Bankerts, wh o. with Miss Smav, 
will p robably be th e State’s leading 
witnesses, told th e auth orities in th e 
p resence 
of 
newsp ap er 
men, th at 
Cook, on Saturday morning, wh ile in 
Bush ville, told h im of h aving an en­ 
gagement with Mr*. Bankert at 
3 
o’clock in th e afternoon. 
Walker says 
th at Cook p assed h is iiou.se about o 
o'clock Saturday evening, going in 
th e direction of th e Bankert h ome. 
Cook is alsv) said to h ave been at th e 
Bankert h ome Saturday morning. 
It 
h as been told th at th e p rosecution will 
tiy to p rove th at Cook h ad an engage­ 
ment with Mrs. Baukert. 
Dep uty Prosecutor Kip linger yester­ 
day examined th e cloth es worn by- 
Mrs. Bankert at th e time of th e sh oot­ 
ing. 
Th e cloth es, esp ecially th e skirt, 
a black one, are sp otted in several 
p laces, aud a ch emical examination 
w’ill be made to determine wh eth er or 
not th ese are blood stains. 
Th e Baiikert h ome is again occup ied 
by th e Bankert lamily, with th e ex­ 
cep tion of Mrs. Bankert, wh o is still 
in jail. 
Th e h ouse is in ch arge of 
William Stant, of lndiana}x>lis, a h alf 
broth er to Mrs. Bankert, and Mrs. 
Horr, of Glen wood, a sister. 
Evideuce h as couie to ligh t at th e 
coroner’s inquest wh ich sh ows 


Glen wood and vicinity with th e inten 
lion of ascertaining wh eth er or not 
Cook was in th at vicinity Friday af 
tenoon. 
Witnesses h ave testified to seeing 
Cook and Mrs. Bankert buggy-riding 
and seeing 
th em togeth er at oth er 
times. 
Mrs. Bankert 
admits being 
with Cook in a buggy but says th at 
sh e merely rode to town with h im at 
time» to do h er sh op p ing. 
Th e coroner’s 
inquest 
h as 
been 
temp orarily 
discontinued 
in 
order 
th at 
more witnesses 
may 
be 
se 
cured. 
Coroner 
Coleman 
h as 
not 
yet satisfied h imself as to th e cause of 
th e murder and th e manner in wh ich 
it was committed. 
Prosecutor 
Kip linger intended to 
save th e board containing th e bullet 
h ole from th e floor of th e room but 
Coroner Coleinan is of th e op inion th at 
th e board sh ould be left wh ere it is, 
in order th at th e jury, at th e trial, 
migh t see it as it is. 
He is of th e 
op inion th at it will weaken th e State’s 
case to tak8 it from th e p resent p osi 
tion. 
Prosecutor Kip linger left th is 
city th is morning for th e Bankert h ome 
and did not say wh eth er or not h e will 
use th e carp ets in th e two rooms and 
some of th e oth er fixtures as evidence 
in th e court room. 
It is th ough t, h ow 
ever, th at h e will, and th at h e will 
bring th em to th is city from th e scene 
of th e tragedy. 
Th e bullet h ole will 
be left wh ere it is. 
Mrs. Bankert now tells two stories 
regarding th e use of th e razor. 
Sh e 
first said th at sh e h eard a door slam 
and th ough t th at- Cook h ad It ft th e 
h ouse and th at h e did not th en get th e 
razor. 
Now according to evidence sh e 
says th at sh e saw Cook come down 
stairs and get th e razor from a closet in 
th e sitting room. 
A disp atch from New Castle says: 
‘Wh ile be lived h ere Cook was a sort 
of a worth less individual and h e cared 
little for h is family. 
Th at was th e 
reason th at h is wife resorted to th e 
divorce courts for relief.” 
At th e jail Mrs. Bankert sp ends h er 
time generally in reading and sewing. 
Sh e does not worry, but on th e con­ 
trary, 
seems 
very 
ch eerful. 
Th is 
morning 
h er 
niece 
obtained some 
medicine for h er from a local p h ysi­ 
cian wh o h as been p rescribing for Mrs. 
Baukert for some time. 
Mrs. Bankert 
h as h ad some articles, mainly toilet 
articles and oth er th ings intended for 
h er comfort, brough t to h er cell at 
th e jail. 
Mrs. Bankert’s cell is on 
th e up p er floor of th e woman’s dep art­ 
ment, and sh e is th e only lady p ris­ 
oner in th e jail.

for several month s p ast. 
Concerning th e arrest, th e Sh elby­ 
ville Rep ublican says: 
Innis is stamp ing clerk, and wh ile 
at work at th e office about 8 o’clock, 
th e p ostoffice insp ectors step p ed up 
to th e young man and ch arged h im 
with rifling th e mails. 
He denied th e 
ch arge until p roof was establish ed aud 
th en fie confessed Jo th e crime. 
Th e insp ectors, a day or two ago. 
p laced th ree one dollar bills in an en­ 
velop e and th ese were taken by Innis. 
Th e bills h ad been marked, and after 
th e officers h ad visited a number of 
business booses in th e 
city to see 
wh eth er or not th ey con Id locate th em, 
th ey finally found th at one of th e bills 
bad been p assed at th e restaurat on 
South Harrison street, owned by Louis 
Slosser. 
Innis was questioned as to w h at be - 
came of th e oilier two bills, and tie 
said th at lie tore th em up . He claims 
th at h e h ad never taken a cent bnt th e 
th roe dollars mentioned. 
Wh en asked 
wh y lie toox th e money, lie said th at 
lie was “ h ard up .’’ 
Innis is a married man, h aving a 
wife and ch ild. 
He h ad been in th e 
jiostoffice for five years. 
His salary at 
first was $300, aud at th e p resent time 
lie was making $7 00 a year, h aving 
gotten an advance in wages only a few 
weeks ago of $100. 
His fath er is a 
p rominent farmer of Sh elbv county. 
He was taken to Indianap olis by th e 
insp ectors wh ere h e will be tried be- 
for a Fed real judge. 
Th e Indianap olis Star th is morning 
says: “ Frank C. Innis, a stamp clerk 
in th e Sh elbyville po eto ffice, wh o was 
arrested on th e ch arge of rifling th e 
th e mails and brough t to India na po lis, 
furnish ed bond yesterday and returned 
to h is h ome in Sh elbyville. wh ere it 
is said h is wife is verv ill.”

W ithin a year after their marriage 
the first child, Ona, who is now the 
wife of Mr. Curtis, was born. 
During 
the woman’s stay .n Chicago after be­ 
ing abandoned by her husband, a sec­ 
ond daughter, Elizabeth, was born. 
She was loath to inform .her father of 
the disastrous end of £ ier marriage 
and attem pted to support herself and 
children by workiLg. 
The youngest 
child was given to a family by the 
name of Duncan at Ix>gansport, Ind.. 
and was adopted. 
loiter the father of 
Mrs. Murphy came to Chicago and took 
his daughter back .o Nova Scotia. 
In 
1871 news came to her that Murphy 
had been murdered in Carson, Nev. 
During his stay in New York at the 
time he was accompanied by his wife. 
Murphy had purchasedproperty val­ 
ued at that time at $ 50,000. 
Shortly after his death his wife re­ 
ceived letters at Nova Scotia discour­ 
aging her irom coming West and say­ 
ing that the property*was of little 
value. 
Six years ago ope of the four 
bodyguards whom Murphy had em­ 
ployed before his death died at Truc- 
kee, Nev. 
In his possession were 
found many of Murphy’g papers, which 
claimed to prove h’m a millionaire. 
One of the properties had been oc­ 
cupied by a wealthy real estate man 
named Purdy, who-claimed that the 
property was legally transferred to 
him, but since the investigation has 
disappeared. 
The various mining 
properties in Nevada were transferred. 
It is claimed, in the same way by a 
man and a woman who impersonated 
Murphy and his wife. * 
Among Murphy’s papers was found 
a will leaving d his property to his 
two daughters. 
He carried large de­ 
posits with the WeUaJFargo Express 
company, as they admit, but they do 
not say what the balance was at the ! 
time of his disappearance. 
No effort j 
has been made to get this money or 
several thousanu dollars which he is 
said to have had in New York hanks. 
In regard to Murphy’s death it is 
said that it occurred during one of his 
excursions to his properties in Ne­ 
vada. 
At the time he was killed, it j 
is said, he was about fifty miles from 
Carson City. 
Some weeks after the 
murder some of the bodyguards who 
accompanied him stated that be had 
been shot from ambush while some

found the body and interred it.

Article 7 is the cession of the 
branch of the Chinese Eastern railroad 
from Harbin southward, and Article 8 
provides for the retention by Russia 
of the portion of the line through 
northern 
Manchuria connecting the 
trans-Siberian road with Vladivostok. 
The prospects of peace are distinct­ 
ly brighter today. 
The plenipoten­ 
tiaries are laboring with a seriousness 
and earnestness which leaves not the 
slightest doubt that both are anxious 
to conclude a treaty. 
Though the 
main points remain to be contested 
and the plenipotentiaries of each side 
speak as though the conference would 
go to pieces unless the other side 
gives way. the spirit of compromise 
is in the air. When he returned to the 
hotel last night Mr. Witte, who was 
tired out with his hard day’s work, 
said: 
"I am doing all I can do for peace. 
Of the eight articles we have already 
considered I have yielded seven. 
No 
other statesm an in Russia would have 
dared to do so much, and I have done 
what I have done upon my own respon­ 
sibility 
From an authoritative source It is 
now possible to torecast with a fair 
degree of accuracy that the crisis will 
come on next Monday.
